To inireatigate the role and futura prosEacts of 
magazine uae in ^ecoBdary educaticny a questionnaire was given to 
junior and senior high school teachers* Som% 1^.200 of the teachers in 
20 out of 4^ designated metropolitan areas ans^exed guesticns about 
their classroom use of magazines as well as other mediai, Atout 70 X of 
all the respondents used magazines in their teaching. Magazines 
exceeded all other masr^ media^^neMpapers^ television^ fllmSr charts 
or aaps^ books^ records and tapes^^as a teaching supplement* Teachers 
used the magazines for discnssion^ encouragement of readingi. displays 
or project resources^ homeworky individualized work and free time 
actlFities, The kinds of magazines favored Mere related to the 
teachers^ subject areas, Teachers' conceptions of the ideal magazine 
ware not far afielfl from the currently available pariodicalSi <KB)

maiGN OF STUDY 
A. QimSTIONS. PROBLEMS AND mAUmc^R 

The National Education Association recogniEes that learaing takes 
place within the individual and is evidenced by changes in behavior. 
In their peraonal contacts with student a ^ teachers are concei'ned 
that each student be provided with those experiences which will 
^-Tiablo hlin to develop his intelleetual capacity and skill to tiieir 
fiilleot e:ctent. To this end the Association enooiirages teachers 
to use the newer media of communication = audiovisual materials^ 
broadcast and closed-circuit televislor., racJlo^ progrmTed in-- 
struction^ and other technological developnents - whenever xhey 
oar, be employed effectively to achieve the objectives of class- 
room and individual instruction. 

Resolution of the National Education Association 
Passed at Denver Convention^ 1962 

Tf the National Education Association's resolution is being followed 
by today ^s teachers and they have increased the use of the so-called ''newtfr 
media of communication*^ - ttien one of the Jiiajor questions and concerns for 
those in magazine publishing is- Ytoat has happened to the use of the ^'older 
media of comniunication" (magazines^ newspapers and supplementary books) In 
our schools today? 



In response to this question^ given the lack of suitably available 
matarial^ the Magazine Publishers Association comiissioned the Scholastic 
Research Center to conduct a comprehensive study on the use of all educa- 
tional media - with special emphasis on mgasines - in secondary achoola 
in the United States. 
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As only ona among a nuinber of po^aibly competitive or coroplementarv 
forms of instruct cional madia^ the role^ and futiTre prospects of magaEiiies were 
£:t\idied rnost reElistlGally^ against a comparative backdrop^ which Included: 
mgazineB, nev/spapersj tplevisionj films and filjn strips, charts and maps, 
books ^ TSQjrdB and tapes. 

Ge^trelly speaking, the central purpose of this study wae to investigate 
tlie dliferent wava, when and by whom, the various types of miss media were used, 
Tliroiighout tho study, special emphasis was placed upon the uses of magazines. 

Another jiiajor area of study was to determine what educators loo^iC for, 
and feel is necessary, to make magazines as a medium, and Individual magazines, 
specifically, more suitaDle for educational purposes. 

In this study v/e have attempted to answer and gain additional insights 
Into mny of the followlrig questions and problems inyolving the use of media 
in the schools : 

QUESTIONS AMD PRORIEIi^ mmiNING TO ALT. TTPES OF !\^DTA 

- Wliat part have media played in trying to overcome some of the vital 
educational probltms in the United States today? This Includes auoh 
problems as: the slow learner j the rader-achiever; poor readers; 
the exceptionally bright; and students from disadvantaged homes. 

lhat type(s) of student profits the most from the use of masa media? 

- V/hich form(s) of mass media seems to offer the greatest benefit to 
students? 
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- How ar^ mass media utilized in schools: frequency of iise; type of 
media used; where used; under what conditioiis; and reason for use,? 

Q.UESTIQMS AND PRQBimS PEHTAIMIMG TO MAG^^ZINES 

- What directions are magazines taking in American edueation? Is their 
use increasing or deGreaaing? Are certain types of magazines doing 
hetter than others in our schools? 

- How can magazines better meet the needs and desires of today *s educators? 

- \Vhat types of raagagines can best serve tlie different needs of different 
eduGators? 

- TOiat do tile educators who presently use magazines in school find 
about magazines that make thein more suitable for their use than other 
types of media which they have rejected? 

- How oan magaf.ine publishers better market and disti^ibute their product 

to more satisfactorily meet the needs and criteria set forth by edUGators? 

- How do different types of magazines fit Into todays a varied and complex 
Gurrieula? 

Insights into these and sundry Gomplex questions and problems of interest 
to all those Goncerned mth educational media^ will be discussed in detail in 
the inain body of this report. 
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B, METHOD 

The present study made u:j6 of a sampling method ^ioh was deaigned to 
represent approximately 75 percent of tlie secondary schools. To acoomplish 
this^j twenty-^four (24) metropolitan areas^ with populations in tsxoess of 100^000 
were seleotecU It was felt that a prohahllity sample that would "be representative 
of all of the edueatioiial institutions in the United States was inefficient 
for realizing the aiins of this siirvey. 

Zip Codes were used as a meaiis of assiiring selection of schools in 
different sections of each inetropolitan area. 

Within each metropolitan area, fou.r schools were selected ^ three senior 
high schools from each area^ one Jimior high achool from each of 12 of these 
areas, and one parochial senior high school frojn each of eight of these areas. 

A letter, signed by Robert E. Kenyon, Jr., Executive Vice President of 
the Ivfega'jine Publishers Assoc iatloii, on WA letter head, was sent to the principal 
of each of the schools selected in advance of the dropping off of the questionnaire 
This letter explained the nature of the study and asked for ttieir cooperation, 

Paring the Spring of 1969, representatives of our interviewing staff 
called on each of tiie selected schools asking pemission to place the questionnaire 
in the teachers* school inailhoxes, ihe teachers were then asked^ by means of 
an accompanying letter, to complete the questionnaires and return them to a 
central oolleGtion point in their school, 

Mai^/ of our representatives encountered numerous difficulties in 
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o-btaining perrnission to conduct the survey In the schocJls. Depeiiding on the 
school district, it was necessaTy to receive permission from different levels 
of authority, varying from the individual school principal to the superintendent 
of schools or the school board. In four of the areas selected the representatives 
were not able to ©"btain the neaessary permission. 

Due to the extreme length and the detail asked for in the qiiestionnaire, 
the material was divided into two sepirate giuestionnaires, with some material 
sommon to both parts. Half of the teachers received Foimi A, *lle the remainder 
received Form B. All of the teachers received a supplejnent which was to be 
-.ised with el-blier form. 

Through the sustained efforts of our field representatives we i-eceived 
completed interviews from more than 1,200 teachers in 20 out of our 24 originally 
iesignateci areas. The returns were from the following 18 states:

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C. SAMPLE CQWPOSITTOM 

Teachers in the study sample taught in two types of schools - 94 perGent 
in piiblic Gecondary schools and the i^eniainirig 6 perGent in eitiier private or 
parochial secondary schools. 

11 peraent of teachers surveyed taught in Junior High Sohodls, 73 
percent in High Schools and 12 percent in Junior-Senior High Schools, Another 
4 percent taught in sohoolc that had various other grades. 

The overwhelming majority of returns were from teaahers who taught in 
co-educational Institutions (92 percent). Five percent taught in all-boy 
schools and 2 percent in all-girl schools, 

iMlnety^seven percent of returns were from academioally ^oriented schools^ 
while _3 percent were from voGatlonal or technical schools. 

Different size schools v/ere represented in our sample. Two perctnt had 
student enrollmenta less than 500; 14 percent had enrollments between 500 and 
1^000; 22 percent had enrolljiients between 1^000 and 2^000; and the ramainlng 
22 percent had enrollments greater than 2^000, 

With regard to the schools themselves^ 66 percent were located in 
urban or inner-city areas^ while the remaining 34 percent were located in 
suburban cominunltles ,

Most of the teachers sampled were experienced educators. Only B percent 
were teaching for the first year. Twenty-six percent had taught 2 to 5 years, 
while another 25 percent had taught 6 to 10 years. Sixteen percent had taught 
11 to 15 years^ and the remaining 25 percent had taught for more than 16 years. 

Half of the teachers in our sample were hetv^reen the ages of 30 and 50, 
Thirty-four percent were under the age of 30, while only 16 percent were over 
the age of 50, 

Women represent 52^ of the teachers. 
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CHAPTER II 
THE imGAZINE MDIIJM 

Magazines are a mature^ established medium in the educational context. 
Despite this faot, little doGujnentatlon is available on the role they play 
Iti today Junior and Senior high schools. In this section, magazines are 
discusoed as a general form of instructional material in tiecondary schools. 
The issues of concern are the acceptance of the medium and its adaptation 
in terms of direction and pace to the changing educational scene. Findings 
concerning incidence of use for the jjiagazine medium do not apply uniformly to 
special classes of magagines; for tbls reason, parallel information is presented 
in the section, 'TVlagag^ine Types 



INCIDENCE 

Reports of the vitality of magazines as an educational medium in 
the secondary schools have been greatly understated. About ?0 percent of 
all teachers use magazines as teaching aids or supplements. The majority 
of teachers, regardless of subject offered, use magazines for instructional 
purposes (exception: mathematics teachers, 31 percent). Home economics (82 
percent) and English teachers (74 percent) are most likely to Tnake use of 
magazines. However, the differential use of maga'^ines for selected subjects 
may reflect the availabilities of magazines with subject-related content. 

Variations in grade levels taught do not greatly affect the proportions 
of teachers using magazines. In eftoh grade level, more than three-fifths use 
magasines, and the maximum differanoe between any two grades is only about 
6 percent, 
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USl OF m&^lmB FOR PARTICtJIAR SUBJECTS 
f AMONG ALL, MAGAZINE USIRS ) 
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The peiietration of maga^^lne use among teachers is impressively high 
and widespread tlwough subjects and grades. 

Looking further at teachers * charaGteristics^ similar results obtalii 
Magazines are iised tjr most teachers^ regardless of the number of years they 
have worked at their profession. Use is at its peak among ttiose who have 
been teaching for two to ten years among those in the JO to 39 age bracket 

Younger teachers^ in principle more receptive to imovatlons^ are 
the most receptive to the longstanding niagaglne medim . This observation 
is further supported by the higher InQidence of use reported by teachers 
who are more progressive in their teaching ^ilosophies. 

For eacample^ magazine users represent 70 percent of teachers who 
believe "Your teaching prograiii should be flescibl^ scheduled based on your 
pupils' interests and abilities," In contrast^ magazine users represent 
54 percent of teachers who hold the opposed view that "Your teaching program 
should be scheduled by you In standard allotments of time,"^ 

Yoimger and more progressive teachers are more likely to adopt 
magazines as an educational medium. 

Teachers who are better qualified (l.e.^ holders of regular teaching 
csrtificates) depend upon magazines with a higher incidence. This greater 
reliance upon magazines also extends to teacheri] in moderate to large 
sized public co-educational schools. In non-^bllc schools^ the penetration 
of magazines among teachers is 41 percent. In schools which do not offer 
Go-pducational instruction, the fignre is 3^1 percent. About half of the 



"teachers in ichools enrolling less than 1,000 students^ usa magazines. 

Incidence of magagiiie me Is greatest among teachers ^ho are most 
representative of their profesalon and whose teaching setting ia also the 
dominant type in American education. 

Teachers in academiG as well as ticlmloal/vocatlonal sohools are 
uniformly- high in magazine use. The sme holds for urban and auburban-hased 
teachers, Jimior and Junior-senior high school teachers^ with about three- 
fourtha usage incidence are foremost In this respect among seoondarsr sehool 
teachers, 

REGUIARITY 

Regular use of magazines among teachers who use the iBedlum for 
instruction was defined in the study as '*ln-claaa use of all or nearly all 
issues of a periodical J' With this stringent criterion^ 35 pircent of teachers 
are classified as regular users. There ia no necessary eoimeetlon hetTisreen 
incidence of use and regularity of use. For exmple^ home econOTlce teachers 
have a high proportion of regular users (atout half) and a high Incidence of 
use J U7hile music/art/drama teaohtrs also have about 50 percent regular Uiera 
hut a relatively lower Incidence of usa* Regularity of use Is lowest among 
science teachers (24 percent) and mathematics teachers (9 percent). Grade 
level has no effect of the regularity of magazine use. 

The peak: for regularity of use ia reached In the third and fourth 
years in which teachers use magaglnes (about ?0 percent), after which there 
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is a plateau - abait a third beyond the fourth year are regular users. 
Teachers viho are progressive in their teaching philosophita are only slightly 
more inclined to use magazines regularly, 

MmHODS 

lhat do teachers do with the magazines df which they make sugJi 
ahuiidant ubg? The jrlncipal use (85 percent) is for olaseroom disGUsaion. 
This use is most frequent for teachers of all subjects^ whether at the 
high sohool level or below* A secondary use - encouragement of student 
reading - also tends to he important for all levels and types of teaGhe3?s 
(76 percait ) * 

The key uses of the magazine medlimi tend to promote actix^e 
involYement of students with the educational process. 

Magazines are used for display material and for class projeats 
"by well over half of users. Home ecommics and music/art/drama teachers 
are more freq^uently involved in these applications than are teaGhers of 
other suhjects* In general^ magazines ara used for class projects more 
frequeMly at the high school level and for display material more frequently 
at the junior high school level. Other uses of magagines cited by more 
than two-fifths of teachers are: homework^ at«seat indivldu^il work and 
for student free time* 

Magazines are hlghly^ flexible as an ediicatlonal medium^ indexed 
by the multiplicity of uses to which they are put. Aside from the key uses 
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of class instruction and ^he ejicowageinarit of readiiig; uses are highly 
specific to the suTDjeot and level. 

Specific ^ses of mtdla are fllrected toward various educatloml goals. 
To achieve tliese ends mfir^ tcaQfters hhVB cited reasons for using magagines over 
ottier types of teaching at^^ ot suppltnients liiteiided for in-class use by- 
stud ents. 

The close tie "b^t^^en niagsaino ogritent and the present cuPrlGuluni is 
apparent in the responses of teachers, M^gailnes extend the eurrlculm 
.coverage up to the conteinpcf eiy; this fact Is among the key reaions volmteered 
for using magaEinas (27 peraent). Livening up the curriculum is ano-ther goal 
appaxentl^^ realized thrcpugh the use of this medium, A little over a fourth 
of teacners opt for maga^li^fs because they contain provocatiYe and stimulating 
subjects. 

The meditmi is eoMlflWed oatstandlng bacause the features are wide- 
ranging and are not superficially treated* Intensive learning is poasilDle 
with jnagazinea and 16 percent prefer the oovarage of auhjects not dealt 
with elsewhere^ i^^hile an additional 7 percent desire the in-depth ooverage 
tiiey offer. 

Adoption and use of mg^^ime are facilitated to a lesser extent 
by the receptivity of stiadejits to the Mdium^ That students readily understand^ 
shoiv interest in^ and identify ^ith m^mims are suggisted as the most

The key reasons for the use of magaBines as a preferred eaucatlonal 
medium 6onceTn themselves with the material that is covered. Beyond thie^ 
admntages are fouiid in the treatment of what is covered^ and to a lesser 
extent^ the mefliujTi^s positive Impact on students and the special uses teachers 
oaii make of it, in that order . 

EF FECTIVENrESS 

Magazines are a highly effective educational medium^ as indexed 
by levels of satisfaction of teacher-users , Ninety-six percent of such 
teacliers are satisfied^ with about three^flfths highly satisfied^ 

The timeliness of magazines is the most coinpemng reason for 
satisfaction levels (26 percent). The periodical issue - ttie fact that it 
isn't "earned^* is the medium *s greatest aiset. Other attributes ^hich 
slgnlf icaiitly promote satisfaction are the ootf relation of content with 
subjects and the motivation of leisure reading by students* Satisfaction 
could be higher still if more magazines ¥OUld provide materials which blend 
with curriculum requirements. This aiggtsts that editors of magazines should 
keep abreast of curriculum requirements and davelopnents to more effectively 
eervlae secondary education. The folJ.owlng table lists ^e bases of teacher 
satisfactifXTis with magazines.*

climbs to 58 percent - somewhat more than the 51 paroent registered for

DESIGNS 

Given -ttie high level of satisfaction with magaElnes as an educational 
medium^ one begins to suspect that teacher conceptions of the ideal magazine are 
not far afield from reality (i,e,^ the present fare), Yet^ it is unlikely that 
there is a iinlfoim atandard for all magazines and guidelines may be suggested 
with profit for the industry as a wh51e ; 

Teachers want foremost to use witt their students a magazine whloh 
^phasizes the non-fiction^ presumably subject-oriented and is enlivened with 
pictures^ llluGtrations and drawings (over 83 percent). Such a magazine has 
a means for student feedbaok and teacher evaluation* for example^ about three- 
fourths of teachers want student testing and seven-tenths want project suggestions, 
Hie majority also desire student self ^improvement features. Some specific 
features considered desirable are cartoons^ movie guides^ games and -pi^^les^ 
calendars of mtlonal events and letters to the Editor* Fictional materials -» 
drama, poetry j stories - which have special relevance to a small set of 
subjects are considered least desirable. 
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The ideal magazine for educational purposes empliasiges oognitlve 
materials^ provides for student feedtock and evaluation, is illustrative 
and entertaining to student. 

Advance notice of the content of an issue of an ideal magazine is 
important to atout seven in ten teachers. Most prefer such notice within a 
month of the Issue date. A little more than half find a teaching guide 
valuable; ahout i±ie same proportion are Indifferent to a guide or evaluate 
it as imimportant , 



CHAPTER III 

^ MAGAZINE TYPES 

The incldenoe of use of the magazine madium in secondary schools 
masks the large variation in the adoption of specific types of magazines. 
To analyse differences in the use of magazines of given varieties, it is 
necessary to understand the haais used in this study for classifying 
magazines , 

Tvjo criteria were used in assigning magazines to groupings: (1) the 
editorial focus and (2) the audience toward which the magas^ine is direGted, 
For each logical grouping possibility^ examples of specific magazines were 
sought. The final scheme used only those groupings which served to meaning- 
fully aBsign existing magazines, TABU II portrays the classification and 
provic 3 examples of individual magazines, 

Btom the labels for the classification and the nature of the 
magazines given as examples, one would expect differences which were foimd 
in patterns of magazine vehicle adoption within secondary schools. Youth 
Education Oriented periodicals are used by 44 percent of teachers. General 
Editorial - Mass^ 38 percent | News Weeklies, 32 percent; General Editorial - 
Class, 20 percent I B'emale Special Interest^ 11 percent. Since certain types 
of magazines are not intended for all teachers, this section of the report 
examines ttie penetration of types within particular eegments of the teaching 
population. In Interpretlnj ttie results, the fact that some types of 
magasgines represent more, and some les% specific magaelnes should be taken 
into accoimt .

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INCIDENCE BY TEACHING ACTIVITY 

The subject matter taught strongly affecta the inoidenoe of magazine 
type uee. The grade level at which the sfthject is taught appears to make 
only a slight difference in the adoption process. 

Aside from social studies and music/art /drama, Youtti Edueatlon Oriented 
magazines are used moat frequent]^ "by teaoiiers, regardless of ttieir de^rtments. 
The highest penetration for this type of magazine is among home eoonomloe 
teachers (71. percent ) , The majority of English and foreign language teaohera 
also make use of magazines in ttils classification. The foreign language 
teacher, in particular^ Is much more likely to he using Youth Education Oriented 
magazines than other types. 

General Editorial ■= Mass magaainea are incorporated into the teaching 
programs of ahout two-fifths of teachers of Bnglish, social studies, music/ 
art/drama^ science and home economics, Music/art/drama teachers are more 
disposed to use this type of magazine than o-feer kl^s. 

The prlniary application of News Weekllea in the educational setting 
is for social studies courses. A little over half of social studies teachers 
use Nev/s Weeklies as instructional aids* Ihis type of magazine leads all 
others in incidence of use for social studies; 9 percent more teachers turn 
to News Weeklies for instructional purposes than to the next leading type 
(General Editorial - Mass) in the social studies field. 

General Editorial - Class^ highest incidence of use within subjects 
hovers at ahout one-fourth. This level of penetration is found in science. 
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English and social studies. While scl^fnGe teachers are more likely to use 
other types of magazines, the gap hetween those types and General Editorial 
Class is least for teachers of this subject. 

Over three-fifths of home economics teachers turn to Female Special 
Interest magazines. This type is second in use by teachers of the suhject, 
trailing Youth Education Oriented by 9 percent. 

Other Special Interest magazines fare best among music/art/drama 
teachers (39 percent) and science teachers (34 percent)* 

Adoption of types of magazines is dependent to some extent on the 
sex^ age and experience of teachers. Female teachers are mora likely to 
use Youth ^duGation Oriented and Fmale Special Interest types; mala 
teachers and those who have more years of experience favor News Weeklies 
and Other Special Interest magazines. 

Teachers in the early stages of their careers (in their first 
year particularly) and those without full certification make less use of 
every individual type of magazine* Younger teaohers are more likely^ 
however^ to use a variety of types of magazines. 

Differences In adoption by sex^ stage of career and certification 
are Influenced somewhat by Qifferences in subjects offered by these teaching 
segnents. In addition^ the influence of subjects taught far outweighs^ 
other teaching baokground variables in the selective use of categories 
of magazines.

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INCIDENCE BY TEACHING ORIENTATION 

In general, regardless of the type of magazine ueed^ teaQher=users 
tend to be more permissive and modern in their approaches. On an item which 
de-'emphasizes the importarice of academic aohievement as an educational goal^ 
Youth Education Oriented magazine users score highest. Female Special Interest 
teachers register aa highly craditional" on one of three measures of 
teaching orientation. They tend not to agree with users of other magai^.inG 
types that the content of classwork should he guided by pupils. 

INCIDENCE BY SCHOOL CHARACTERISTICS 

The leadership in incidence of use passes from Youth Education Oriented 
to other types for schools of specialized types. In non-puhllc and co-- 
educational schools^ General Editorial - Mass and News Weeklies are used 
more frequentl^^ in comparison to Youth Education Oriented. However, for 
all types of magazines, inGidence appears to he lower in schools which 
are not '■mainstreain 

Teachers in small schools^ with enrollments under 1,000 are less 
likely to use magazines of any type. In small schools, the demand for 
Youth Education Oidented periodicals drops most preaipitously , General 
Editorial - Mass, with 24 percent penetration, is pre-eminent in the .^mall 
school and with a 31 percent penetration is relatively weak In the largest 
schools (those with enrolljnents of 2,000 or more pupils). General Editorial - 
Mass magazines also have higher adoption rates in urban schools (40 percent) 
as compared to suburhan schools (34 percent). 
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Three types of schools survayed are jmiior high schools^ junior^- 
senior high schools and senior high schools, Arthough the differenoes are 
not enormous, most types have highest use penetratiorls in the Junior high 
schools. The figures for this school type are: Education Oriented, 54 
percent; General Editorial « Mass, 42 percent: QeneMi Editorial - Class, 
22 percent and Female Special Interest, I4 percent. The News Weekly has 
its highest adoption rate (38 percent) in the Juiiior-senior school, while 
Other Special Interest magazines have their peak incidence in the senior 
high schools. With few exceptions, regardless of the grade organization 
of schools, the relative adoptions of types of magazines remains ahout 
the same *

CHAPTER IV 



THE EDUCATIONAL MEDIA MIX 

The status of magazines as an educational medium cannot be fully 
comprehended without reference to other instructional media. For this 
reason, the present study reports on the educational media mix, defined 
as magazines, supplementary books, fiLmstrips, slides/transparenclea^ 
movies, records/tapes, professional graphics/visuals-charts/maps, news- 
papers, television-coramercial/closed-circuit, radio. 

In succeeding pages the emerging patterns of incidence, degree 
and priority of use for educational media are examined. Trends in adoption 
and utili7.ation are reported, together with the underlying reasons for 
shifts in the emphasis received by media. 

Additional understanding of educational media mix is provided by 
an analysis of teachers' evaluations their ease of incorporation into 
the class program, interest value, and understandability . A special aspect 
of these evaluations relates to the com-patibilitv of media for use along 
with magazines, as well as the replaceability of other media by maga?.ines 
and vice versa . 

Within the media mix, the educational merits of magasines and 
newspapers are explored, generally and in relation to text supplementation. 
Through this approach the special contributions of magazines to furthering 
the educational process in secondaiy schools stand out in bold relidf .

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USE OF EDUCATIOML MEDIA 

The incidence figure for the use of magaiineo among secondary 
school teaohers heeomes even more striking when one leams that all other 
media have a lesser penetration. As previously re^rted^ ahout seven in 
ten teaohers use magazines for ln=class instruction; the next most frequently 
used mediimi — supplementary hooks — is used by ahout two-thirds of teaohers 
Records/tapes and newspapers follow (57 and 56 percent^ respective^)* About 
a -bhird of teachers uses each of the following: filmstrlps^ professional 
graphics^ and movies. Radio and television are used hy about a tenth or less 

A measmre of regularity or "teaviness^^ of use was obtained for each 
medium. It is difficult to compare all media in this respect^ slnee the 
standards for regular use relate to the qualities of the medium. Magazines 
and newspapers both are serial medla^ l*e,, release issues in chronological 
sequence, Kierefore^ ihe same definition of re^lar usage has been applied 
to both magazines and newspapers* For these mediae regular use was measured 
by a high probability of the use of an average issue. For other media the 
criterion for regular use Involved a minimal frequency In a fixed time 
period (use twice or more in a month). 

Magazines are used regularly by more teachers (33 percent) than are 
newspapers used regularly (20 percent). Further, magazines are used 
occasionally by a larger percentage of teaohbrs than are newspapers, although 
the difference is less glaring " 49 percent versus 45 percent, Sumnarifing, 
magazines are used as educational tools more extensively and intensively

TRENDS 

The leadership of magazines among all media — inLtems of their 
incidence of use in secondary education — has "been documented. To properly 
interpret the degree of vitality of magazines as instructional media in 
Junior and senior high schools^ it is necessary to examine the trends in 
the medium ^s adoption and utilisation. It is one thing to lead when demand 
for the medium Is declining, anottier when it is expanding, and still another 
when the situation is stationary, 

A question in the survey asked, for each of the media, "As Compared 
with the school year "before this one, how much ~ overall — do you now use 
each of the following tsrpes of material in class?" The item tos addressed to 
all teachers who offered Instruction at the same grade level and/or subject 
in the prevdous year. For this reason the responses should reflect trends 
in media involvement unrelated to shifts in teaching aaslgments. Despite 
problems associated with the use of "retrospective" quest ions, it is highly 

Magazines are also more likely to be selected over .newspapers as the single 
medlmi used most frequently in class. This holds true in high schools and 
jimior high schools for virtually every subject except social studies, where 
the two media are deadlocked. 
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pro'ba'ble that teachers can rememher with great aocuraoy whether, for example^ 
they have started using a medlvun which they did not use a year ago, Als^.i, 
because of the lesson plan system and the importanGe of time-accouhting in' the 
classroom^ reports of one-year trends in the amount of use should mirror — 
within limits shifts in the emphasis given to educational media in the 
secondary schools* 

For most media^ including magazines, about half of reporting tetfbhers 
(i 5 percent) indicate no change in the fact or extent of use, toe eMeptlon 
is professional gravies j 65 percent of teachers used this medium with 
approximately the same frequency for two years. Indicative of the ease with 
which gra^iiQS can be coordinated and scheduled vi^'h instruction. Because 
television and radio were not used ^ a majority of teachers in either year, 
the proportions using these media in botii years were exceptionally low about 
a fifth..and a tenths raspectlve3y . 

The use of media' became more widespread over a 1-year j^rlod among 
secondary teachers, Maga^lnes^ in particular netted new users ("started 
using" less '^stopped using") by 5 percent of teachers. Books^ fllmstrips^ 
records/tapes and graphics showed comparable growth in ttie proportiona of 
teacher-users. Movies registered a moderate net growth of 2 percent^ while 
newspapers were static and radio declined slightly. 

Among those using the same educational ^edla for two consecutive 
years about a third, on the avers;ge, changed in the degree to which each 
medium was used. FiMstrip users were most changeablej graphics, television 
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and radio users were least ohangea'ble. Media use generally Wlb heavier in 
the second year, Ihe net increase in heavier use ("use much more" less "use 
muGh less") for magazines ims 5 percent* The largest net increase in degree 
of use was for supplementaiy "books at 18 percent. Both television and radio 
declined in amounts of use (7 and 10 percent respective]^ ) , 

Key reasons toexplain growth in adoption and the frequency of use of 
media Knerged from the study. For magazines as well as for newspapers lack 
of time/dif f iculty of fitting into schenie and not appropriate for teaching 
subject were given as the two princi^l f actors in reduced use. Periodicals 
need features sufficiently terse and targeted to the development of a subject 
or topic J as well as directions for the efficient utilisation of periodical 
content in order to maximize utillMtion in secondaiy Instructional settings, 

■nie problems associated with the utilisation of recoi*ds/tapes^ movies^ 
television^ radio and fllmstrlps are mainly technical — involving -Qie 
unavailability of necessary facilities and delays in receiving the softwear. 

The introduction of curriculum changes among on^ about a fifth of 
teachers represents only a minor contribution to the way in which teachers 
relate to the media. In general^ such changes have a slight tendency to 
promote reliance upon the medla^ stimulating both adoption and extent of 
use. 
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MULTI -MEDIA EVALUATIONS 

Each medixm^B qualities were appraised by teaohers with respect to 
its ease of inoorporation by the teacher into the students^ in-class work^ 
estimates of the interest value the medium would have for students, and the 
extent to which information tranCTiitted through the medium would he tmderstood 
by students. 

For most' media between three-fifths and two-fifths of teachers find 
incorporation no problem, Filmstrips/slides/transparencies are most adaptable. 
About half view magazines as easily incorporated, 42 percent feel this way 
about newspapers. 

The two other qualities of educational medlar examined in this 
study, were evaluated through teachers* assessments of students^ reactions to 
the media* HVhlle these measures are far from ideal, most teachers have had 
sufficient "feedback" from the use of a variety of Instructional aids to 
make meaningful appraisals. 

Magazines score relatively high on student interest value (55 percent 
of teaohers), but somewhat lower than do movies at 63 percent. Newspapers 
considered as interesting to students by 30 percent of teachers are relatively 
low in this respect. 

Media which den^and literacy score much lower on estimates of 
understandabllity by students. Magazines lead print media in this respect, 
but only 29 percent of teaohers charaGterize the medium as easily understood, 
(books, 26 percent, newspapers, 21 percent), Filjnstrlps/slides/transparencies

WHAT MEDIA MAaAZINBS nAH REPLACE^ AND 
WHAT 1/EDIA CAN RSPLACE MAGAZINES 
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and movies approach ttiree-fifths for teachers^ easl3^ understood ratings. 
However^ the educational process often requires that materials he challenging 
so that students' skills can he upgraded* 

Out of many possihle comhined uses of educational media^ less than 
10 percent of teachers prefer the Joint use of magazines with some other 
medium. Perhaps magazines are felt to he a rather complete educational 
medium^ requiring supplementation hy other media only to a minor extent* 
In those instances where comhined use with magazines is the preferred 
multi-media approach^ the supplements of choice are most frequently the 
flLEstrip and the newspaper. Reasons for the multi-niedia approach involving 
magazines concern the improved quality of the lesson (relevant^ current j 
complete presentation) and thi improved effect upon the student (attention 
holding^ involvement J rrtention of content,) 

Teachers who think that selected media can he reulaoed "by others 
are far more likely to think that magazines can replace newspapers than 
vice versa ^ Magazines also have the edge over hooks in this regard^ but 
the margin is smaller. Over half who felt magazines could replnee some other 
medium identified newspapers as the most vulnerahle. 

MQAZINES AND NMSPAPE^ 

Among teadiers who have used newspapers, most feel that maga^dnes 
are distinctive3jr superior. Two-thirds helieve that magazines are superior 
for the suhject and grade taught while only about a tenth think the converse 
is the case. This preferential rating for magazines tends to hold regardless

In this report many questions were raised concerning the present 
and futiire positioning of the so-called ''older media of communloation" 
(magazines, newspapers and supplementary "books) in Anerlcan secondary 
schools . 

Based upon a\"ailable literature, to approached this atudy with 
the assuinptlon that the newer^ more so^isticated types of oomunlcatlon 
(television^ filins^ tapes, records and vaTious types of eleotronio 
equipnent) would show strong recent growth and indicati'.onB of oontinued 
growth and Inoreasiiig impact in the future* All of the evidenae contained 
within this study Indicates that we have shared an erroneous asauraptlon^ 
which is widespread , 

Perhaps the most significant finding of this study is that magaj?ines 
are presently the raost widely used teaching aid or supplement^ exceeding 
every other medium of coimniinication in their reach , Approximately 70 percent 
of all teachers use magazines, to varying degrees. In comparison^ the 
following proportions of teachers used other types of media! book stipple- 
ments - 66 percent] records and tapes - 57 percent j iiewspapers ^ 56 percent; 
filmstrips and slides » 35 peroent; professional graphics and visuals - 
31 percent; movies - 31 percent | televisloii - 11 percent and radio - 5 percent* 

Witti regard to the future of magazines as an Instructional tool in 
secondai^ schools ^ the outlook appears to he most promising, Maga^lnis 
showed a 5 percent Increase in new users during the past year. In cr^'parison, 
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movies only registered a net growtii of 2 percent^ while newspapera i^fere 
static* Radio declines slightly In use. 

Some of the other highlights of our flndiiigs are now presented Iri 
sununary fom: 

- Use of magazlnea is greatest among teachers of Homa Eoonomlcs - S2 
percent^ and Qigliah 72 percent. Use of magazinea Is lowest 
among teachers of matheniaties* 

- Younger^ more progressive teaGhers tend to he inora receptive to the 
uee of magagines^ than olderj more conservative teaehars, 

- Teachers in moderate to large-siztd puhlle^ QO-eduoational schools ' 
rely upon magazines to a greater extent than do teachtrs in smalLeri 
non-pulilio, non-Go-edacational sohools* 

- Of the teachers who use magazines ^ 35 perceiit use thein on ^ reguLar 
hasls, (Regular was defined as "In-elass use of all or nearly all 
Issues of a periodical,-') 

-*The principal use of inagagines hy teachers - 85 peroent - is to 
stimulate classroom discussion, Bacouragement of studant readlngi 
hoth in-class and at home, is the seoond most freqLuent use - 76 parGent. 

= In general^ magazines are used for class projects more frequently 
at the high school level and more frequantly for display material 
at tte Jimior high school level. 
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- Teaohers use magazines -toi extend the ourrlculiam coverage up to the 
Qonternporary « 27 peroeiit; Liveiiing up the Gurrlaulum hy providing 
provocative and stlmtilatiiig suhjects - 26 perctnt, 

- Those teachers who Inaicated they feel magaziniS are an outstanding 
sQ-urce of instructional material aacrlbe this faaling to -tiie wide 
ranging and in-depth treatnent of material, 

" 96 percent of the teacherausing magazines indloate they are either 
^'highly satisfied^' or "satisfied" with them as an effective 
edueational medium . 

- Maga2lnes are felt to he toU suited for itudents with widely differing 
social and intelleetual "backgrounds. In general^ teacher-usere feel 
that maga^inee are "beneficial to students of all "^pee of haekgrDUnds, 

-58 percent of the teaGher-usera feel magazines are an important tool 
the instruction of the oulti^ally disadvantaged student. 

- lyTaga^iiies are felt to be a rather complete educational medium^ which 
need to he complemented hy other media only to a minimum extent. 
ta3y 10 percent of teaoher-users prefer the Joint use of magazines 
with some other medium. 

For stimulating student Interest - as perceived ty the teacher - 
magazines are ranked Mghly among medla^ exceeded only 'by movies, 
Newspe,pers are considered Interesting to students hy only 30 
percent of teachers. 
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- Among teachers who think that selaoted media can he replaced hy 
others^ the view is far more widesT.rfad that magazines can replaoe 
newspapers or books^ than is the contrary view that either newspaper 
or hooks can replaGe magazines. 

- Among teachers who use newspapers^ two-thirds helieve that magazines 
are superior to newspapers for the suhjeot and grade taught^ while 
only a'bout a tenth think the converse is the case. 

In hroad outline then^ magazines are found to he highly accepted in 
our country's secondary schools and continued growth of the medium is 
projected. To assure increasing acceptance and utilisation In sehools, 
maga^.ines must more Glose3y keep abreast of^ and meet the desires and neede 
of secondary seliool teachers. 

Teachers want magazines that stress non-fiction, subject-oriented 
features. The content should he ahiondantly and tastefully spiced through 
the use of pictures^ illustrations and drawings. Whenever possihle^ some 
fom of ^^student test" is desirable. Featiirea and comentarles suggesting 
student projects would also oontrlhute to the usefulness of magazines In 
schools , 

Cartoons, movie piides^ games^ puzzles, calendars of national 
events and letters to ^e editor are among the features which magazine 
publishers should consider in malntaimng high levels of student interest 
and in maintaining the leadership of the magazine medium In the secondary 
education setting.
